Directions for Fixing Steel Ceilings. 


Tools required: Hammer, Saw for Battens, Tinner’s Shears and Metal Saw. 





These Directions apply to all patterns, whether fixed direct to Beams or to Plastered Ceilings. 





Strike the centre line, locating the centre piece, if centres are used; if not use the centre line for first sheet. Nail the battens 


crosswise level of the beams, with nails reaching well into them. Space the battens to suit the size of each sheet and apply cross strips 





wherever required, all o be flush and level. After the battens are in position put up the metal sheets, centre first, working towards all four 
sides, cornice next, then border or margin. . 


Old Plaster Ceilings need not be removed, as the metal ceilings will support them, 





For internal Cornice or Ce Mitres: Bytt cornice or cove plumb against the wall line and mark on the next piece the angle 
to cut into the curve. Cut it exact and butt it into the curve of the first piece put up.
